Alter a surprising Grammy win lor Best Pop 
Album in 1994 for “Turbulent Indigo/’ Joni 
Mitchell returns with her new album, “Taming the 
Tiger/' It comes as no surprise-recent events in 
Mitchell’s private life drove her to create a private 
and speculative musical effort. 

In 1997, the singer reportedly reunited with a 
daughter she had given up for adoption decades 
prior. The song “Staying in Touch,” explores the 
delicate renewal of the mother and child bond. 
“Facelift” pokes fun at an argument with 
Mitchell’s 86-year-old mother. 

Joni Mitchell claims inspiration from English 
poet William Blake’s “Songs of Innocence and 


Experience,” for the title track of “Taming the 
Tiger.” Blake, a famous mystic and artist, gave 
fellow ‘60s icons the Doors their name with his 

words about the cleansing of the “doors of percep- 

Mitchell’s music does not embody the exces¬ 
sive lifestyle of youthful artistry, but a mellow and 
mature outlook. The singer’s life experience 
seems to provide her with calmness. Even in 
“Lead Balloon,” when she sings, “Kiss my ass,” 
Mitchell barely whispers in serene tones. 

The entire album sounds mild and easy-going. 
No matter what she sings, Joni Mitchell projects a 
steadfast monotony in “Taming the Tiger.” Every 
song, though soothing, sounds exactly like its pre¬ 
decessor. The self-produced album focuses around 
a placid, introspective tendency to look for pur¬ 
pose amongst sameness.

“Sweet Life” is the latest album from New York City folk/pop 
rockers, Varnaline. It’s a rich morsel of ear candy, sweet and sour 
with a few drops of arsenic thrown in for a lethal result. You won’t 
want to ingest too much of this record or it will forever be a part of 
your system. 

The songs on “Sweet Life” are straight from the gut, and have a 
bold and layered personality. At the same time, they manage guid¬ 
ance from the consistent, down-hearted drone of singer Anders 
Parker. Even at moments when the music calls for a vocal pick-me- 
up, Parker still brings the listener down to his lowly depths for a 
dance with solitude, sorrow, and bewilderment. “Sweet Life” is a 
solid rainy day album throughout, complete with songs about love, 
loss, and disappointment. 

The three members of Varnaline produce acoustic pop rock, 
often layered with an organ or a synthesizer to fill out the edges, 
adding some depth. The title track is my personal favorite. It has a 
string section, helping it stand out from the rest of the album, and 
adding some somber energy. “Sweet Life” is all very melodic and 
easy to listen to, and the tempo stays slow throughout. Simply put, 
it’s an album for lazy people. 

Varnaline are modern day troubadours, singing about things that 
are very close to them and the general public. This makes the 
album far from unique, but potentially appealing to the mundane 
masses of music consumers. 

Most of these songs would fit into some of the formats of obnox¬ 
ious swill being played on “modem rock” and “commercial alterna¬ 
tive” radio stations these days because the songs are catchy. 

However, I don’t think you’ll be hearing it anytime soon. Varnaline 
plays pop music on a different level than most bands. Ifs more per^ 
sonal and much less sensationalistic. meaning the rock star image 
isn’t on their agenda. They lack an attitude and a specific image. 
They make music and they hope that people like it. 

“Sweet Life” is their fourth album on Zero Hour records, and 
since it’s release, Varnaline has opened for Bob Mould 
(guitar/singer Husker Du) on several occasions, including his recent 
performance at the Berklee Center in Boston. I recommend this 
album to people who like to be “dazed and confused.”

Rookies shine in exhibition game

On Friday night, the River 
Hawk hockey team faced off 
against the University of Ottawa 
Gee Gee’s. This was an exhibi¬ 
tion game for the team, and the 
first of the year. 

The opening period contained 
some good action up and down 
the ice, but was primarily domi¬ 
nated by the River Hawks, 
which is typical in exhibition 
play. The first goal of the game 
came on a power-play, as Kevin 
Bertram drove home a deflected 
shot of the pads of Ottawa’s net- 
minder Paolo Dellabella. 
Throughout the period, the River 
Hawks moved the puck well, 
with some impressive looks in 
their offensive zone. Ten min¬ 
utes into the period, Lowell’s 
dominance was clear as they 
released 17 shots compared to 
four for Ottawa. On the Gee 
Gee’s second power-play, 
Lowell’s defense struggled to 
clear the puck, and at 16:09, 
Ottawa’s Dominic Viens put the 
puck home to tie the game at 
one a piece. The period ended 
with the River Hawks out-shoot¬ 
ing the Gee Gee’s with a 12-6 
advantage of shots-on-goal. 

Despite going into the second 
period on the man-advantage, 
Lowell appeared to be flat on 
their feet, and were not moving 
the puck effectively. Just two 
seconds after the power-play had 
ended however, John Campbell 
notched the ‘Hawks second goal 
of the game, on an assist from 
Brad Rooney. Campbell wasn’t 
finished,as he scored his second 
of the game just 45 seconds later 
on a feed from Rooney. “I’d like 



to contribute more to 
the team, offensively. 

As a junior, I’m sure 
the coaches are look¬ 
ing for me to produce 
more,” said Campbell 
after the game. The 
River Hawks picked 
up another power- 
play goal at 5:14 of 
the second, as 
Anthony Cappalletti 
slid the puck across 
the front of the 
Ottawa crease to Jeff 
Boulanger, who put 
the puck top shelf to 
make the score four to 
one. On Lowell’s sec¬ 
ond power-play of the 
period, Kyle Kidney 
scored at 10:01 on a 
blocked shot from 
Mike Mulligan, rais¬ 
ing the score to five 
to one. The River 
Hawks continued 
their attack on Ottawa 
goalie Sebastien 
Goehry, who came in 11:19 into 
the second, forcing the puck 
down deep. At 11:19 on a pass 
from Craig Brown, Dan Fontas 
knocked home the ‘Hawks sixth 
goal. An assist was also credited 
to Jeremy Kyte. With 6:09 left 
in the period. Coach Whitehead 
sent freshman Jimi St. John into 
the game. St. John was chal¬ 
lenged right away, as Ottawa 
went on the power play at 17:59. 
He turned the Gee Gee’s away, 
making several impressive 
saves. At the end of the period, 
Lowell’s shots-on-goal advan¬ 
tage increased to 29 to 12. 

Lowell’s offense cooled off a 
little in the third period, but the 
play of the defense remained 
strong. Ottawa fired 14 shots on

goal in the period, all turned 
away by St. John and the Lowell 
defensive unit. The River Hawks 
looked good on the penalty kill, 
shutting down the Ottawa man- 
advantage, as the Gee Gee’s 
went zero for five on their 
powci-pla> .m Ujc period.

John made a beautiful sprawling 
save, as he laid himself out in 
front of the net in the 18th 
minute. Dan Fontas picked up 
the puck in front of the Ottawa 
net and put a back-hander over 
Goehry at 18:53 for his second 
of the game, with assists going 
to Andrew Korzen and Tom 
Rouleau. 

Overall, the River Hawks beat 
the Gee Gee’s on both ends of 
the ice, dominating on both 


offense and defense. Ottawa 
went one for eight on their 
power-play,whereas Lowell 
went three for seven on theirs. 
With two goals a piece, John 
Campbell and Dan Fontas led 
the River Hawk attack. Rooney 
aLo collected two points, a* he 
assisted on both of Campbell’s 
goals. St. John turned away all 
17 shots he faced, including a 
breakaway early in the third. St. 
John comments on his defense: 
“The guys played really well. 
Besides a couple of scrambles in 
front of the net, I didn’t really 
have too many shots”. Lowell 
was whistled for nine penalties 
for 18 minutes, while Ottawa 
picked up eight for 16 minutes. 
“I was pleased, it was a good 


step for us. It was certainly not a 
perfect game, but at the same 
time, we had a good burst of 
energy in the second period. 
After we got a couple quick 
ones (in the second), there was 
more focus and we started play¬ 
ing vwtii a Utile more . 

purpose,” said Head Coach 
Tim Whitehead after the game. 
Attendance for the game was 
1767. The River Hawks open 
the regular season next Thursday 
as they head to Amherst to play 
the Minutemen. Their home- 
opener is Saturday the 24th 
against non-conference oppo¬ 
nent RPI at 2pm.
